Ferguson that she would keep her 
word and resign as the state's chief 
executive, but not until November 
1, today aroused the ire of Attorney 
General Dan Moody, who defeated 
Mn. Ferguson in Saturday's primary 
(or the Democratic nomination for 
governor.

As a result ot 
these and similar operations 50 in- 
dictments have been obtained ana 
ticavy sentences have been gircn 
those found guilty."
